Louis Marshall Compares Loeb’s

After the Jews of New York had bgen 
bitterly arraigned by Jacob M; Loeb of 
Chicago dt the Jewish Relief dinner at 
the Commodore last. night for what he 
Called their apathy toward their per- 
secuted and miserable fellow Jews in 
Eastern Burope, they subscribed $800,- 
000 for the relief of Jewish war suf- 
ferers in Europe, 

In ithe meantime the Jews of Brook- 
lyn, meetitig at the Hotel Biltmore, nes 
ratged $800,000, which brought the tote! 
to. $1,100,000 for the night, or 22 ,per 
cent. .of the total which New York is 
called upon.to subscribe. 

Mr... Loeb, who was chairman of the 
drivé in’ Chicago, told: the New York 
Jews in his~ face-to-face. talk to them 
that . they: had not -been doing... their 
sharé in the ‘past; that they were the 
richest Jews in the world and that they 
had forgotten their flesh ‘and blood 
abroad; that the Jews throughout the 
country had shamed them by doing far 
more in proportion to. their resources 
than had the Jews of New York. ' He 
continued ; ~“ 

‘* according to the estimate of a reli- 
able statistician, at least one-half of the 
Jéwish population of the nation resides 
in. Greater New York. Not less than 75 
per cent, of the wealth of the Jews is 
within the confines of New York. ‘That 
means. proportionate responsibility and 
proportionate power to méet it. Greater 
New York hag shirked her responsibility. 
With all her power in people- and in 
wealth, e has failed to meet her obli- 
gatidns. In 1913 Mer pledges to the War 
Relief Fund were less than 60, per cent.

It is now ready for the twenty- 
seven ‘condemned slayers now in the old 
death house. Biven the steam heat has 
been turned on. 

Under the néw arrangement prisoners 
will not see one another. when in their 
cells:. They will-.be’ divided into three 
classes; the first including the-newly ar- 
rived condemned; the second, the ‘‘ pre- 
execution class,’’ who have lost their ap- 
peals and face almost certain death, and 
the ‘third, those .who are either phys- 
icaly or. mentally ill. Many changes 
have been made in the execution pro- 
cedure. - In. the. new . structure. Bxecu- 
tioner John Hulbert will be concealed 
from the view of the spectators as well 
as from ‘the. person he is about to elec- 
trocute.

To Demand Passage b Passage by Senate of 
Measures Killed in Assembly 
- Codes Committee.

ALBANY, Feb. 19.—Notwithstanding 
the action of the Assembly. Codes Com- 
mittee in killing all the so-called * crime 
wave” bills, providing. increased penal- 
ties for crimes of, violence, those meas- 
ures will be pressed in the upper house 
by Senator Walton. Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Codes. He has 
sponsored measures identical with those 
killed by the Assembly committee, and 
the bills are in the keeping of the Sen- 
ate committee of ‘which he is Chairman. 

The penalty for nturder in the second 
degree under the terms of one of the 
Walton bills would be life imprisonment. 
The present law provides the life term 
as a maximum, but gives to Judges, the 
option of sentencing offenders to im- 
prisonment for not less than ‘twenty 
‘years. 

Robbery in the first degree under an- 
other of the Walton bills would be 
punishable by jife imprisonment in- ag- 

avated cases) ‘The méasure provides 

or an indeterminate sentence running 
from one year to life. The present law 
es a maximum penalty of twenty 
years. 

Twenty yéars is established as the 
maximum Bg for’ robbery in: the 
second, and fifteen for robbery‘ in the 
third degree. _The present penalties are 
fifteen and ten years respectively. 

Under the present law burglary in the 
first degree is punishable by imprison- 
ene for not Iéss than ten years, This 

emains the same in another Walton 
bill which increases the maximtm pen- 
alty for burglary in the second degree 
from ten to twenty years and makes 
burglary in the third degree, for which 
the maximum penaity now is five years, 
punishable by imprisonment for fifteen.

Even before the stewards cut down the 
Tace to its present length, there was, 
division in. the rowing, world over the 
distance question. ‘The opponents. of the 


longer race have claiméd that the fourth 


mile was a ‘‘man-killer’’; that it left 
its mark on the subsequent physical con- 
dition of the oarsmen; that it was mere- 
ly added torture, and finally that -it 
plated doggedness above skill. As proof 
of their contention, they cited the nu- 
merous instances where the crew that 
was leading at the bridge (the bridge 
then being the three-mile mark) was the 
eventual winner. 

The opponents of the three-inile dis- 
tance have claimed that the strain was 
just as great as in a race at the longer 
distan¢e because it made the race a 
sprint all the way. 

As a matter of fact, even the medical 
authorities, who have taken up the qués- 
tion with a view of ascertaining what, 
if any, ill effects the four-mile race has 
om oarsmen, seem to have no unanimity 
of opinion on\ the subject. college au- 
thorities, who, have kept rowing data, on 
the after effect of the lon tec on men, 
have found that the so-called strain has 
produced few, if any,-injurious effects. 

The advocates of the abolition of the 
fourth. mile have been aided not a little 
by scenes at the ~~ of the race—scenes 
depicting men ! rone in ne boat, 
apparently *' killed*o by the tax on 
their stamina.

Large Equity in.the Property Over- 
looked, It Asserts—Criticises 
Hammond Committee. 


The committee headed by James H. 
Perkins, President of the Farmers Loan 
and Trust Company, representing the 
first and refunding 5. per cent. bonds of 
the Denvér & Rio Grande Railroad Com- 
pany, has issued a statement to holders 
of these securities, setting forth the com- 
mittee’s reasons for opposing the plan 
for the reorganization of the Denver & 
Rio .Grande Railroad prepared by the 
Western, Pacific Railroad. Corporation 
and approved by the Hammond Com- 
mittee. The Perxins Committee is op- 
posed to jamming through any plan, it 
is stated, and urges that the bondhold- 
ers. be allowed until April 1, atleast, to 
look over the situation so that they may 
be certain of getting the best plan avail- | 
able. The committee also announces an 
extension to April 1 of the time limit 
under which holders may. deposit their 
bonds. with the.depositary ‘of the Perkins 
*Committee, the Farmers Loan and Trust 
Company. 

According to the Perkins Committee, 
there. is a large equity in the Denver & 
Rio Grande property which the Western 
Pacific plan does not recognizé and it 
is beliéyed that other proposals for re- 
organization can be obtained which are 
decidedly more favorable.
